ASSERTS LOYALTY 
IS COMPULSORY 


State Leader Makes Clear 
His Position on Rules in 


Question Among Chat- 


ham County Group.

Savannah, Ga., August 9.—(/)—It 
is within the power of a county dem- 
ocratic committee to declare the nom- 
ination of a candidate forfeited “if 
any nominee takes a position incon- 
sistent with the requirements to qual- 
ify himself as a candidate in the 
party,” Ed Maddox, state democratic 
executive committee chairman, declar- 
ed he believed, in a letter to David 8. 
Atkinson, chairman of the Chatham 
county democratic committee, made 
public by the latter today. 

Mr. Maddox letter was in reply to 
a request from Mr. Atkinson for an 
interpretation of Rules 2 and 5, con- 
trolling candidates in democratic pri- 
maries. Mr. Atkinson on receipt of 
the letter declared the Chatham com- 
mittee would follow “the literal rules 


of the party.” 

Mr. Maddox in his letter said: 

“As I construe the rules, especially 
in the light of the custom for many 
years, there is a wide difference be- 
tween Rule 2 as to qualifications of 
the voters in the primary, and Rule 5 
as to the qualifications of a candi- 
date running in the primary. I agree 
very thoroughly with your committee 
in its position that no person is quali- 
fied to become a candidate in the pri- 


mary election of September 12, unless 
he bona fide declares that he is a 
valid member and adherent of the 
democratic party in both state and 
national politics. The rule is plain. 
The custom of the party in the past, 
especially in state affairs, has been 
that every candidate must be quali- 
fied in accordance with this rule * * * 

“Whether or not a person nomi- 
nated at the former primary will be 
entitled to be named as a democratic 
candidate in the general election and 
be listed on the democratic ticket, if 
he now repudiates the national demo- 
cratic ticket, raises a situation which, 
so far as I am informed, has never be- 
fore arisen in this state and which 
was not contemplated or covered by 
the rules adopted by the state com- 
mittee. Rule 5 provides that no per- 
son shall be deemed a candidate in 
the primary unless he is a valid mem- 
ber and adherent of the democratic 
party in both state and national poli-| 
tics. The primary at which the nomi- 
nees for county officers were named is 
passed and the nominees no doubt de- 
clared. 

“The question therefore resolves it- 
self into a question as to the right 
of the committee to declare that .nom- 
ination forfeited. 

. Power of Committee. 

“In view of the fact that a man 
cannot participate in the primary un- 
Jess he is an adherent of the party of 
both state and national politics, and 
is thus asking for the honors of the 
party and a position of leadership in 
the party, it is contemplated that he 
should remain a democrat: and it 
seems to me that if any nominee takes

GOVERNOR SMITH 
ALSO ATTACKED 


Varney Declares Law, 
Even Though It Is Not 
Respected, Is “Blessing 
to Nation.” 


Rockville Centre, N. Y., August 9. 
(P)—In accepting the prohibition 
party’s nomination for the presidency 
tonight William F. Varney accused 
the republican administration of wil- 
fully betraying the 18th amendment. 

He did not challenge the sincerity 
of the democratic party as a whole, 
saying this was impossible because it 
was not in control of the government, 
but he said he could see nothing in the 
record of its standard bearer, Gover- 
nor Alfred BE. Smith, to justify a belief 
that his election would result in im- 
proved enforcement of prohibition. 

Asks “Square Deal.” 

Asserting that even without real en- 
forcement the prohibition law had 
proved a blessing he called for a 
“square deal” for the enactment, 
“that greater blessings and prosperity 
may be the self-evident result.” 

Scores Liquor Party. 

The candidate, speaking in the high 
school auditorium hard by his insur- 
ance office, charged the liquor traffic 
with having failed to show “real 
sportsmanship” in refusing to bow to 
the will of the majority as expressed 
in the eighteenth amendment, , 

“We therefore, after eight years,’ 
he said, “are still called to battle this 
arch enemy of the human race, which 
still projects its slimy trail, socially, 
financially and politically, into every 
walk of life. 

“It is true that during the first two 
years after the eighteenth amendment 
beeame effective it was largely respect- 
ed by the liquor traffic—respected, not 
enforced—because at the first the rank 
and file of the wets believed that 
Uncle Sam meant business. 

Blames Harding Regime. 

“But unfortunately, before the sec- 
ond year of prohibition had ended, the 
wets discovered that Uncle Sam, as 
represented by the Harding adminis- 
tration at Washington, did not intend 
to enforce the prohibition law and 
hence they became emboldened .. . 
until today the bootleg liquor business 
has assumed enormous proportions and 
is being carried on both in utter de- 
fiance of the law ‘and, what is more

KILLS. THOUSAND 


Hundreds Are Injured by 
Series of Violent Erup- 
tions in Dutch East In- 
dies.

Batavia, Dutch East Indies, Auw- 
gust 9.—(United News.)—QOne thou- 
sand persons were killed and hun- 
dreds injured in successive volcanic 
eruptions on Mount Rokatinda on the 
island of Paloeweh beginning Satur-, 
day, according to reports received 
here today. 

First reports of the disaster were 
received Sunday, but it was not un- 
til today that more complete informa- 
tion giving details of the destruction 
were received, 

Remotely Placed. 

Due to the fact, however, that the 
island is some 1,100 miles from here 
and is remotely placed between the 
islands of Sumlawa and Ombay, full 
details of the havoc are still lack- 


ing. 
The island is mainly a volcanic one, 


consisting of some 6,000 inhabitants. 
When the eruptions began Saturday 
night, the sea arose in a great wali, 
‘ive feet high on all sides, and the 
frightened people fled toward the wall 
in the hopes of escaping the volcano, 
but many of them actually ran to 
their death. 

According to reports reaching here 
many of those injured were struck by 
falling stones thrown out by the erup- 
tion while some of the deaths were 
due to burning, the fires following the 
eruptions as masses of debris poured 
down upon the 32 little villages, most- 
ly made up of fishermen and farm- 


ers, 
Other Islands Hit. 


The official Dutch resident com- 
missioner of the district is now visit- 
ing the island to determine the extent 
of the damages, Placewch being prin- 
cipally composed of natives, although 
a Catholic missionary had his head- 
quarters on the lonely island. 

The casualties and damages were 
principally on the southwestern part 
of the island. 

Effects of the catastrophe were felt 
in other islands in the vicinity. Nine 
ships were sunk at Celebes island 
to the north, and a giant sea swept 
the coast of the island of Flores, some 
20 miles south of Paloeweh.

Obviously overcome by deadly 
chlorine gas in the iron prison of 
the hulk of the Italian submarine 
F-14, and lacking further strength to 
continue, Commander Wiel, of the 
vessel, left this last message for his 
mother. 

Commander Wiel was one of the 
27 men who went to the bottom of the 
Upper Adriatic never to return alive 
when his ship collided with a destroy- 
er during maneuvers. 

The las® message received from the 
stricken ship as she lay on the bot- 


tom with her stern stuck in the mud 
was tapped out in Morse code by 
the radioman who stuck to his post 
to the last. It simply read, “Please 
rush help, we are dying.” 

A rough log of the commander's 
which was taken from his pocket to- 
day in Pola harbor base where the ship 
was towed after being raised, told the 
last tale of the little group in the 
agonising death that they met under 


the waves before help could reach 
them. 

Four of the men were drowned by 
the inrush of sea water as the ship 
sank. The others suffocated in the 
poisonous gas given off when the sea 
water came in-contact with the sul- 
phric acid spilling from the batteries 
as the ship tilted over on her side. 

All Italy had been deeply moved 
by the disaster and mourning for the 
dead is general throughout the coun- 


try.

P. Long, of Tupelo, Miss., 
charges Toombs with illegally dispos- 
ing of 12,000 shares of the Interna- 
tional Life to the Missouri State in 
a plan: to transfer the business and 
assets of the International Life to the 
other company for one-third their 
value, 

An injunction is also asked in the 
petition to prevent the stockholders 
meeting of the International Life, set 
for Monday when it was planned to 
effect a reorganization of the company 
or adopt a proposal for reinsurance. 

Accounting Demanded. 

An accounting is demanded from 
Toombs and the court is asked to or- 
der the restoration of the missing 
assets which are being sought by eight 
insurance commissioners from various 
states who have heen conducting an 
investigation into the conditions of the 
company. 

The Post Dispatch said today that it 
learned from an authoritative source 
that insurance examiners were given 
a statement by Toombs in which he 
said he could not return $3,500,000 in 
“missing securities.” 

The same authority stated. the news- 
paper said, that in reality Toombs did 
not remove any securities from the 
company assets, but borrowed money 
in progressive loans, which were said 
to have mounted to $2,900,000 by the 
time Toombs had been in control of 
the International Life three months.

New Storm Warning 
Issued by U. S. Bureau 


Washington, August 9.—(>)— 
The weather bureau tonight issued

Tropical disturbance of consid- 
erable intensity attended by gales 
central tonight probably about lati- 
tude 16, longitude 71, moving west- 
northwest at rate of about 18 miles 
per hour. Vessel captains are 
urged to send special observations 
of unusual conditions attending 
this disturbance for the benefit of 
shipping and inhabitants of the 
West Indies, 


Jacksonville, Fla., August 9.—(4)— 
Floods rising rapidly in the wake of 
the West Indian hurricane that for 
two days lashed centra] Florida, to- 
night constituted a new menace to 
many sections where -the howling 
winds were accompanied and followed: 
by torrential] rains, 

Taylor’s creek which runs through 
Okeechobee City, ordinarily a lethar- 
gic branth about 15 feet wide, tonight 
was more than a mile wide and still 
was spreading out over territory con- 
tiguous to its banks. The creek still 
was rising rapidly and had cut off 
more than 500 people by flooding high- 
ways. 

A number of stores and residences 
in Okeechobee City have been flooded, 
but all business was normal, including 
telephone and light service, although 
the power house was flooded to a 
depth of three feet. 

The first relief expedition into the 
stricken territory north of West Palm 
Beach set out late today, after R. C. 
Hull, prominent orchardist residing 
near Jupiter, brought a report of a 
dozen or more families in that vicinity 
homeless and badly in need of food. 

Hull also brought unconfirmed re- 
ports of four fatalities near Jupiter, 
but said because of the wreckage left 
by the storm and _ rapidly rising 
streams he was unable to confirm 
them. 

While the storm which swept in- 
land Tuesday at Palm Beach roared

Texas would draw the 
largest amount for road building. 

The bill authorizes the secretary of 
the treasury, with the president’s ap- 
proval, to levy and collect a small an- 
nual motor vehicle tax to aid in re- 
tiring the necessary bonds for build- 
ing of this system of highways. 


Tax Not Less Than $3. 


This annual tax is to be not less 
than $3 for each private motor vehicle 
and not less than $10 for each motor 
vehicle used for hire. 

The bill also authorizes the secre- 
tary of the treasury to impose and 
collect a tax of not less than one-half 
cent per gallon on motor vehicle fuel 
to aid in retiring the bonds. All other 
federal taxes on motor vehicles will be 
repealed. 

It has eben estimated for the asso- 
ciation that the saving in repairs, oil, 
gasoline and depreciation by driving 
over the higher-type roads will mean 
at least four cents per mile of travel. 

Engineers have estimated that the 
better roads will effect a saving of one 
cent per mile on tires alone. If that 
is correct this one item will total more 
than the annual tax each year. 

Passage of the Holaday bill, Mr. 
Rountree predicted, will mark the be- 
ginning of a new era in automobile 
traffic.

In 
miany places the terrific wind had 
either broken or uprooted trees while 
in other “instances green fruit and 
leaves had been stripped from the 
limbs, : 

Giant Trees Down. 

Giant -trees and broken telephone 
poles lay across state and county 
highways,. slowing up all traffic and 
in some cases totally demoralizing it. 

State road No. 5 between Tampa 
and Dunellon was under water in 
two places and rond side ditches were 
gradually being flooded at other 
places. At one place the road was 
impassable and a watchman was di- 
recting motorists to a detour. Heavy 
rains were continuing late this after- 
noon and further damage to the road 
was expected. 

Telephone and telegraph wires were 
scattered éver the highway and coun- 
tryside. Linemen were at work this 
afternoon in an effort to repair the 
ruptured service. 

The storm broke suddenly upon 
Lake Jovita early last night, felling 
trees and scattering roadside signs. 
Several houses, it was understood, 
were slightly damaged.

FOUR PERSONS K 
RED CROSS IS TOLD. 

West Palm Beach, Fla., August 9. 
(?)—First reports of fatalities in the 
Florida hurricane were delivered to- 
day to the local Red Cross chapter 
by R. H. Hull, prominent fruit grow- 
er west of Jupiter, who said he had 
heard that four persons were killed 
in that area. The destruction wrought 
by the storm and the ensuing floody 
made it impossible for him to verify 
the reports, Hull said, adding that his 
information was very meager. 

An account of widespread damage 
wrought by the hurricane and ensuing 
floods caused by torrential 
which isolated many small communi- 
ties in the region, rendered a number 
of residents homeless, and inundated 


orange’ groves to a depth of from two 
to four feet was given the Red Cross 
by Hull. 

At least ten families in the vicinity 
of his orchards were in distfess, the 
planter reported, and badly in need 
of food; while refugees, some of whom 
had walked for miles through water 
sometimes up to their armpits, had 
begun to arrive at his estate, where 
they were being cared for.

Expectations were that the main 
warehouse at the planter’s 150-acre 
grove would be made headquarters for 
the relief expedition which intended 
to dispatch help from there by boat 
to the flooded communities farther to 
the west.

Progress in Road Con‘ 
struction Greater Than 
_That of State’s New En- 
terprises, He Says. 


Tallulah Lodge, Ga., August 9.—(/) 
“Georgia has made greater progress 
in road building than she has in the 
building of new enterprises. Sue has 


made greater progress in road build- 
ing than she has in the development 
of her schools; made greater progress 
in road construction than has been 
the progress of her churches; greater 
progress than has been the progress 
of agriculture.” 

With this elaim, John N. Holder 
sounded the keynote of his address 
today at widely attended exercises 
commemorating the completion of 
paving operations in Habersham coun- 
ty on the trunk line highway through 
Georgia from the North Carolina line 
southward to Florida. 

Only since 1924, said the state 


of Highways 


highway commission chairman, has 
Georgia had appreciable funds for 
her road -building. 

“That year the amount of gas tax 
was $1,112,032.40; in 1925, $1,404,- 
139.16: in 1926. $2,328,574.44; in 
1927 %4,837.857.35. In 1928 it will 
be about $5,100,000.00,” the chair- 
man continued. “Thus it will be 
seen that only. during the past two 
years has the state highway board 
had an appreciable amount of funds 
for constructing the great state aid 
system.” 

Yet during the past few years, Mr. 
Holder said he thought that the de- 
velopment of electric power was one 
of the few improvements to keep pace 
with the pace of road building. 


Not All Paved. Roads. 


“The waters of our country are 
being harnessed; lines are being ex- 
tended to cities, villages, towns and 
hamlets; and great and wonderful 
work is being done in furnishing 
electrical power to the different com- 
munities of Georgia, but this develop- 
ment has been no greater than in 
furnishing the people of this state, 
highways on which to travel. Not all 
of our highways are paved and not

and Florida, The last link of the U. 
S. route No. 1 from Augusta to Flor- 
ida, a distance of 236 miles, is now 
rapidly being constructed. It is 48 
miles in length andi the contractor 
says he will be able to put down at 
least three miles each week. If this 
is done then this great highway will 
be completed by Christmas Eve day.” 


Reviews Work. 


Georgia. the chairman said, now has 
a paved highway from Marietta to 
seven miles south of Cordele, a dis-

“The project between this end of 
this paving and the paving in [Lift 
county is now under construction and 
is being rapidly completed. When this 
is done there will be a paved road 
from Atlanta to the Florida line. Con- 
tract has already been let for hard- 
surfacing the highway from Marietta 
to the Tennessee line and the work 
will be carried on as rapidly as pos- 
sible. So, you see, Georgia has paved 
or under construction four great high- 
ways stretching from state border to 
state border.” 


Mr. Holder reviewed the accom- 
plishments of his department in build- 
ing or placing under construction 29.39 
miles of permanent bridges, under the 
state aid system. Under that system 
also he reported the grading of 4,000 
miles ‘of road, of surfacing with 


with gravel, chert and macadam 
758,69 miles. The department, he said, 
has paved 1,594 miles of road at a 


state highway board to carry on its 
wotk with greater rapidity than ever 
before.” 

Mr. Holder snid-the highway board 
is using every effort to render to the 
people of Georgia not only efficient 
but faithful service at the lowest pos- 
sible cost. He claimed that whereas 
the law of the state provides that 6 
per cent of the total revenue handled 
each year may be spent on road 
building, the repo:t of the state au- 
ditor showed that overhead expenses 
are 2.79 per cent. 

“The hearts of the board members 
are in this work. In the construc- 
tion of these highways in Rabun and 
Habersham counties, the state high- 
way board has had splendid coopera- 
tion from the ordinaries of both these 
counties. It has had the splendid 
help of the people of these counties. 
No man has taken more active inter- 
est in the building of this road that 
extends from the capital of this state 
than that distinguished son of the 
mountains, who is a veteran develop- 
rer of the state, the Hon. Bob Hamby,” 
the chairman tributed. 

In the hearts of the three men 
composing the highway board there is 
no ambition for honor, Mr. Holder 
said, “but their great ambitiow is for 
rendering this state the most efficient 
service of which they are capable.”

As an 
illustration of his extreme measures, 
we refer to his discussion of the gov- 
ernor’s refusal to interefere in the 
case of Clifford Thompson. 


“With no intention to defend Gov- 
ernor Hardman, as he needs no de- 
fense, but only in the interest . of 
truth and in order that the people 
may understand the real facts, we 
are making this statement. 

“Thompson was legally tried, duly 
convicted and his wife stoutly main- 
tained her innocence and disclaim- 
ed her knowledge of the crime until 
a few hours before Thompson was 
to pay the extreme penalty.

Soviet Movie 
Schools. 

Soviet Russia is the first country 
to institute motion picture schools 
for young people. There are two 
sections, one where technicians are 
trained, operators, photographers, etc., 
and another where future actors and 
actresses are instructed in the intric- 
acies of the profession. The course of 
study takes four years. In the Moscow 
‘school there are at present 250 stu- 
dents and in the Kieff institute there 
are 200. Students in the fourth grade 
may already be called upon by the 
state cinemas to assist in the produc- 
tion of a film. That the work is taken 
seriously may be gathered from the 
weekly rostrum of the third grade, 
which is divided in the following sub- 
jects: Interpretation (play), nine 
hours per week; theory of the cinema, 
two hours; literature, three hours; 
history of the class struggle, three 
hours; the art of representation, two 
hours; dancing, two hours; modern 
dancing, four hours; gymnastics, four 
hours; boxing, two hours; fencing, 
three hours; study of the soviet cine- 
ma, two hours, There are ten profes- 
sors attached to each school. Certain 
students passing their final examina- 
tion were asked to perform a test as 
representation of hunger and remorse 
without any accessories but a bare 
room. They were thereupon required 
to develop the sentiment first to a 
tragic, then to a comic, then to a fan- 
tastic cachet.

NEW FACTS ON ROADS AND RIGGING. 


Washington, August 9.—(Special.) 
The federal bureau of public roads 
has just allotted, as of June 30, a 
total of $25,741,403.29 of federal aid 
funds. This is in aid of 3,118.4 miles 


of roads approved for immediate con- 
struction. 

Texas gets $2,627,108, which is the 
largest sum awarded to any one state. 
Illinois comes next for $1,942,068.60. 
There still remains a balance of $53,- 
643,770.45 available for new projects 
to the end of the fiscal year, June 
30, 1929. Of that amount Montana’s 
available quota is $4,353,988.31, 
while the state of Georgia has the 
smallest sum in sight—$17,567.82. 

That indicates that Georgia has 
collected pretty closely from Uncle 
Sam and is now almost even on his 
books for 1928-29. Let us hope we 
are giving the old gentleman full 
value for his money!

The children’s bureau of the federal 
department of labor very properly de- 
clares that street labor for young 
girls is extremely undesirable, for 
both physical and moral reasons. 

Recently the bureau has made a 
survey of such employment in eight 
selected cities and found 1138 girls, 
from 6 to 15 years of age, engaged in 
street traffics during school periods. 
Forty-five of the girls were, peddlers 
and forty-six were newspaper carriers. 

Some of the girl peddlers were 
those who offer their wares from 
door to door of residences, or at street 
stands, or by soliciting in hotel lob- 
bies, in office building, and gathering 
places of men, 

Atlanta is, listed as having 15 gir] 
peddlers, the most of any of the sur- 
veyed cities. We have two girls 
working as newspaper carriers, three 
as street stand-keepers, and four 
girl junk dealers. 


Emphasis is laid by the welfare 
investigators upon the extra moral 
hazards ‘to young girls who are per 
mitted to solicit and peddle in hotel 
lobbies and congested office buildings. 


Senator Harris has been one of 
the most active and persistent of our 
southern congressmen who have long 
been urging government research to 
discover new uses for cotton, and to 
induce the government. services to 
more largely use cotton products in 
their activities. 

Now a government investigation re- 
veals that those congressmen and the 
cotton trade must make persuasive 
appeals to the women folk of the na- 
tion, whose modern fashions of dress 
have seriously decimated the uses of 
cotton fabrics. 

The bureau of home economics re- 
ports that the shortened skirts and 
sleeves of women’s dresses, and the 
decrease of the amount of under gar- 
ments used by the modern female of 
the species, have seriously depleted 
the demand for cotton fabrics. 


A close study of fashion magazines 
for the past ten years, 1918 to 1928, 
with @atterns of size 36 bust meas- 
ure, calling for materials of 36 and 
40 inches in width, shows that the 
hem line of women’s dresses have 
gone up from around the ankles to 
the present altitude of 15 or more 
inches from the ground. 


The patterns of 1918 called for 
5 7-8 yards of 36-inch width stuff, 
but in 1927 only 4 1-6 yards was 
called for. The reduction per cos- 
tumie has been 1 2-5 yards. 

So one can easily figure the loss 
to the cotton fabrics trade of some 
27 million American women using 
1 2-3 fewer yards of cloth in their 
dresses, besides abandoning  petti- 
coats, etc!

Brooklyn, N. Y. 

My husband and I are sepa- 
ating. In fact, I have taken the 
initiative because I feel justified. 
My mother tells me I should have 
taken this step long ago. My 
husband has compelled me all my 
married life to live with his fam- 
ily.. I have told him that I am 
leaving him because he would not 
provide me with a home all my 
own, “He replies that he is to- 
tally without ambition to do so 
because of my attitude toward 
him, and that I have never been 
an affectioate wife. 

Now, my idea is that mar- 
riage means far more than mere 
physical affection—silly loving and 
kissing—which I admit are re- 
pugnant to me. I claim he is 
wrong in not having provided me 
with a separate home. He claims 
that I have never deserved a home 
because of my cold-bloodedness. 
Which of us is right? 

Neither. Your husband is seriously 
to blame for his insistence on your 
living with his parents and you are 
equally at fault for your glacial atti- 
tude as a wife. His complaint of your 
“cold-bloodedness’ is warranted and 
your conception of the endearments 
of the married state needs revision. 
He is as abnormal in his relations to 
his parents as you are in your marital 
relations with him. 

Both of you are mutually obstruc- 
tive rather than helpful. Hence, the 
difficulty of the one increases that of 
the other. How can he expect you 
to develop womanly attractiveness and 
consideration to the fullest extent un- 
der the constant scrutiny of his house- 
hold? On. the other hand, how can 
you expect him to gratify even your 
reasonable wishes so long as you stifle 
the emotions of your married life till 
its ordinary expression become re- 
pugnant? 

Of course, your marriage is a fail- 
ure, not because you are unsuited as 
mates, but because your methods of 
mating are semi-idotic. When will 
intending or actual husbands and wives 
understand that no contract requires 
more delicate and skillful handling 
than that which marriage imposes? 
The remedy for you is not separation, 
but concession. 


If he willingly agrees to provide a 
home as his contribution to your joint 
happiness. you should promise to come 
off your icy pedestal and be a human 
creature instead of a feeble imitation 
of the ivory statue with which Pyg- 
malion fell in love. In better sur- 
roundings, your souls can blossom 
forth afresh and their hitherto sup- 
pressed excellencies have a chance to 
grow. Try this solution of your prob- 
lem. It is preferable to joining the 
huge army of the separated and di- 


vorced couples supposed to be “free, 
happy and exultant.” Could you re- 
view this army, their faces would 
show few traces of that bliss which 
the divorce courts are supposed to 


confer.

Your question hits the mark. Ac- 
cording to Andred Siegfried, an in- 
creasing quantity of human material 
is being produced here, which alike 
lacks the sturdy morality of the Puri- 
tan and other early American types 
and the best traditions of Kuropean 
culture. The steadfast virtues now 
satirized did much to make us a na- 
tion. But its meaning and mission 
cannot be sustained by jibes, flouts 
and sneers suited to the tastes of 
moral slumdom. 

Neither will insistence on lineage, 
whether Nordic, Latin or Slavic, avail 
anything apart from the ethical char- 
acteristics which hitherto have furnish- 
ed the organic life of this republic, Not 
an few “intellectuals” lean toward 
Neitzsche without the balance of sound 
sense and humane instincts. The 
present confusion in morals, the lack 
of a spiritual progress that keeps pace 
with our advance in material prop- 
erty, and the chronic outbreaks of class 
prejudice and religious bigotry are 
symptomatic of grave inward weak- 
ness. The truth is that. nothwith- 
standing his limitations, the Puritan 
was a builder of the state, and what 
is more, he based it upon enduring 
foundations. Beauty may not always 
have adorned the pillars he set up but 
they have weathered the storms. He 
is in evidence for what he was in 
many New England villages and towns 
where his passion for an ordered free- 
dom still persists. 

Read “‘America Comes of Age,” by 
the author I have mentioned. Get 
down to bedrock realities. Discard 
hoary myths that pass for history with 
self-seeking demagogues and _ their 
dupes. Deliver your soul from spread 
eagleism. Face the facts as John Rob- 
inson and his fellow Pilgrims faced 
them. They show that the glory and 
the worth of a commonwealth are 
with the producers and not the spend- 
ers of its accumulated moral forces. 

Add to Siegfried’s estimates. which 
you need not swallow wholesale, that 
great work, “The Rise of American 
Civilization,” by Charles A. and Mary 
R. Beard. Here is genuine history, 
unpolluted by legends that foster fond 
conceits. It should appeal to en- 
lightened and God-fearing Jews and 
Christians who retain their warranted 
confidence in the self recovery and 
great future of the American people.

It is nothing but a freak morbid the- 
ory. No medical authority or other 
scientific person has ever demonstrat- 
ed a “toxin” or any “toxic material” 
or anything of.a harmful or poisonous 
nature in the blood or in the system 
that has come from the intestine. No 
one has ever been able to show that 
any toxin or poisonous matter is ab- 
sorbed from the ‘intestinal canal into 
the system, except in grave and fatal 
illness. 

Do not be deceived by the glib al- 
lusions of freak healers and plausible 
charlatans to the cheerful way in 
which Nature (always spell nature 
with a capital N if a quack is in- 
terested) disposes of the “toxic 
wastes” or neutralizes the ‘‘toxemic” 
state, once the faker’s diet, manipula- 
tion or other treatment is started, 
And do -not try to listen in on medi- 
cal discussions and run off with the 
idea that you understand what the 
doctors are talking about, for if you do 
you are liable to get in trouble. When 
doctors talk about toxins or toxemia 
or anything like that, they refer to 
the products of disease germ growth 
and multiplication; for instance the 
toxin of diphtheria, or that of tu- 


imaginary poison formed in the bow- 
el and absorbed into the system. So 
don’t be a wiseacre and attempt to 
serve as your own doctor on the basis 
of what you, think you know;

in the same advertisement the fellow 
blatantly denies that germs cause 
disease ! 

Toxins are indeed wicked sub- 
stances and when a wee bit of any 
toxin gets into anybody’s blood there 
is no doubt at all that the individual 
is sick. But first the toxin must get 
into the blood. As long as it is. only 
in the stomach or in the bowel, it 
can’t do any harm. You can swallow 
rattlesnake venom with impunity— 
there is no danger if you do swallow 
some accidentally when sucking the 
wound made by a snake bite. But if 
there is a wound, scratch or puncture, 
an uleer or other break of the mu- 
cous membrance through which the 
poison may be absorbed, then you 
are in real danger. 

It is a good health rule, I think, 
never to get intoxicated at all.

Today there is not any kind of an 
understanding or agreément between us 
and if I am elected governor I shall be 
free to make the best solution of the 
problem of the highway department mat- 
ters that my ingenuity and that of the 
legislature can devise, In regard to the 
personnel of the highway department, it 
shall by no means be determined except 
on the basis of the best interests of 
the state. I shall do what I consider for 
the best interesta of the people and the 
road question, and not take into consid- 
eratiog the personal or the political in- 
terest of any individual. In sending 
names to the senate for confirmation, I 
shall at least ascertain the fitness of 
the individual proposed and I shall 
know good and well whether or not he 
will accept the place.’’

Geneva, Switzerland, August 9.— 
()—The Kellogg outlawry of war 
pact was brought officially to the at- 
tention of the League of Nations to- 
day by Great Britain as a “matter 
which is evidently one of general in- 
terest to all league members.’ 

League officials, tonight expressed 
satisfaction at the action of the Brit- 


fish foreign office, which ‘makes it 


possible for any member of the league 
to initiate discussion of the pact at 
the September assembly. 

Seen Valuable Adjunct. 

These league officials deem any move 
connected with peace plans valuable 
as. an adjunct to the peace efforts of 
the league itself. They added that 
they regarded the Kellogg proposals, 
like the Dawes plan reorganizing rep- 
arations and the Washington naval 
conference, although negotiated out- 
side of the league, as all helpful to 
the policy of harmony, conciliation 
and outlawry of war for which. the 
league stands. 

Britain, in its covering note to the 
league submitted with the notes which 
it has sent to Washington in answer 
to the proposal, said that in consid- 
ering the: American proposal it~ had 
been at great pains, in view of the 
provision of article 20 of the league 
covenant, to assure itself that accept- 
ance “would not involve any incon- 
sistency with obligations resulting 
from the covenant.”

MR. TUNNEY LAUGHS LAST 
After Gene Tunney the cauliflower deluge. 


‘In his valedictory to 


the manly art of modified murder Mr. Tunney broke the news as gently 
as possible that his bowing out meant another one of those heavyweight 


elimination tournaments. 


But through the floods of mediocre cauli- 


flowers Mr. Rickard sees rescue from the friendly hands of none other 
than Mr. Jack Dempsey, the mauled Manassa Man Mauler. | 
There is no doubt that Mr. Tunney can beat all the contenders now 


on the horizon. 


The experts have agreed with a startling unanimity that 


nobody could beat Mr. Tunney, but Mr. Tunney’s retirement is irrevoc- 


able. 


The prize ring never will see him again either as an active gladiator 


or as one of those ex-champions flapping his joined hands foolishly to 


the multitudes. 
Waterloo or a Reno. 
The retirement of Tunney leaves 


the prizering safe for. Mr. Dempsey 
and Mr. Rickard. Dempsey is still a 
magnificent natural athlete. Contrary 
to the reports of the experts, cover- 
ing up their blindness to the superior 
qualities of Gene Tunney, Dempsey 


was nowhere near a wreck at Phila- 
elphia or Chicago. In either instance 
might have demonstrated that he 
was still the Man Mauler against any 
of the other contenders. 

But in Gene Tunney Dempsey met 
a man who was his superior in the 
mental qualities that make champions 
and sometimes, though infrequently, 
can overcome the superior physical 
equipment even in a game where 
everything seems to depend upon the 
physical equipment. In Tunney Demp- 
sey met a man of higher courage, 
clearer vision, stronger will and great- 
er self-control. ‘These mental qualities 
were so well coordinated that Demp- 
sey s magnificent physical resources 
were dissipated before them, 

Dempsey himself recognized the su- 
periority of Tunney, When the cham- 
pion of champions made up his mind 
that he would fight once more before 
he retired he offered Dempsey a third 
bout, which .Mr. Dempsey declined. 
Far be it from me to disparage in 
advance Mr. Dempsey’s achievement 
in the event that he should return to 
the ring and, after cleaning up the 
cauliflower contenders, become heavy- 
weight champion once more, which I 


cohsider not only possible but highly | 


probable. I am mentioning it merely 
in the event that Mr. Dempsey should 
then plan to intimate that he could 
beat ‘Tunney in a third bout. Mr. 
Dempsey had his chance at the third 
bout and declined it quite decisively. 

The return of Dempsey, of course, 
will depend upon whether or not the 
former champion ean swallow his 
pride. Mr, Rickard will try to sugar 
coat it so that it may not seem so bit- 
ter, and Mr. Dempsey may decide to 
go after the extra million or so. If he 
does not Mr. Rickard will have consid- 
erable difficulty in sustaining any 
profitable interest in the cauliflower 
industry. The “premier promoter” sus- 
tained one sock on his financial chin 
and he has shown very clearly that 
he “does not like them there,”’ 
boys say. 

Mr. Dempsey has shown a dispo- 
sition to pull in double harness with 
Mr. Rickard. His defeat by Tunney 
caused Mr. Rickard no little mental 
anguish, They have been silent part- 
ners, and -not too silent at that. To 
help Mr. Rickard, and incidentally to 
enhance his theatrical career, Mr. 
Dempsey might only pretend to come 
back and add a little glamour to the 
elimination contest of the clown con- 
tenders, clowns at least when com- 
pared to the champion who has just 
left the prizering flatter than Joe 
Beckett ever has fallen. 

Some persons have charged that 
Mr. Tunney is overserious and that 
there is no humor in his composition. 
He left them laughing (acknowledg- 
ments to Mr. George M. Cohan) as he 
said goodby. And at the end he played 
his last quiet practical joke. He left 
a trophy for his successor—who may 
be Mr. Jack Dempsey. 


It Is Quite Permanent. 


There is not the slightest chance 
that you ever will see Mr. Tunney 
in a prizering again—even if even- 
tualities in the elimination contests 
should develop one of those clarion 
calls for him to come out of retire- 
ment and bring back the championship 
to the white race. This was the cry 
that was dinned’. into the ears of 
James J. Jeffries, accompanied by the 
irresitible jingle of $100,000. 

Tunney does not want to make 
$100,000. He has that and more, and 
he still will have it. I do not think 
now that Mr. Tunney would be dis- 
tressed or moved even if the heavy- 
weight championship in the manly art 
of modified murder, which seems to 
be the proudest diadem in the crown 
of our higher civilization, should pass 
from the possession of the Nordics or 
the near-Nordics. 

There are those who cannot compre- 
hend Mr. Tunney giving up the pros- 
pect of making a few more millions to 
add to the few millions they insist he 
has acquired. This baffles the experts, 
but then Mr. Tunney consistently has 
baffled the experts, and in the end he 
leaves them in their normal state of 
bafflement. 

In bowing out, Mr. Tunney made 
some remarks about the lure that is in 
the roar of the crowds and the smell 
of rosin dust, proving again, as I con- 
tend, that Mr. Tunney has many a lit- 
tle quiet laugh to himself. All the 
rosin dust and all the electric lights 
in the world could not bring him back, 
and he would sleep quite as peacefully 
as he did in his airplane on the way 
to the last tourney if all the crowds 
in the world roared for his return. 

If there was anything needed to con- 
vince him in the final instance it 
would have been the sgssing chorus 
that rose crecendo from the same 
throats that bellowed derision at him 
a short time back. Mr. Tunney is a

There recently have appeared several articles warning United States 
athletes that the Germans are sure to be prominent contenders in the 


next Olympic games. 


This sounds reasonable. 


Germany is doing well 


with its policy of mass athletics and producing some splendid individual 
performers. - But Germany is not the only nation which is showing signs 


of forward strides. 
In looking so far away it seems 


to me the United States is overlook- 
ing indications of competition nearer 
home. Within the space of another 
Olympiad or two Canada to the north 
and Mexico and South America in the 
other direction, may furnish all the 


competition necessary. 

Perey Williams, the Canadian 
schoolboy, outran the best sprinters 
the United States could offer. The 
Canadian girls romped away with the 
women’s track and field champion- 
ship. 

South America is producing better 
athletes day by day. Many of them 
come from the great and growing 
country of the Argentine. For several 
years the Argentine has had fine polo 
players. Some of them are in the 
United States at the present moment 
and there is no assurance that even 
a team led by Tommy Hitchcock can 
vanquish such riders and _ mallet 
swingers as Lacey, Miles, Andrada 
and the others who come from points 
south. 

Luis Angel, for Instance. 

Luis Angel Firpo, Wild Bwil of the 
Pampas, may have been a drug store 
cowboy who never saw the plains, 
but he was a good enough figher to 
tumble Jack Dempsey out of the ring. 

The finalists in the soccer at the 
Olympics were Uruguay and Argen- 
tina. Alberto Jurado proved himself 
quite a golfer in the British open and 
Alberto Zorrilla is a swimmer who 
has been making the best of them “go 
all out’ to beat him. 

Chile is another South American 
country which is showing signs of 
athletic development. Plaza ran sec- 
ond in the marathon and had he 
judged the distance a_ little better 
might have won. 

ern has shown a promising boxer 
in Alberto Icochea. Athletics in Mex- 
ico are progressing fast. Where the 
chief amusement used to be bull fight- 
ing, you now will find a real interest 
in tennis, golf, running and baseball. 
The Indian runners of Mexico have 
performed feats which border on the 
marvelous. 

Plenty Competition. 

Give these countries to the north 
and south a few more good coaches 
and a few more years and the United 
States, large and rich as it may be, 
will have plenty of competition on 
its own side of the water to keep it 
busy. 

One man who realizes the possibili- 
ties of South America is Tex Rickard. 
He is convinced that there are some 
good heavyweights hidden down there, 
although they may now be engaged 
in pursuits other than pugilism. He 
cannot forget that Firpo came north 
unheralded and he still hopes that 
the same section of the earth will 
produce another with the same amount 
of color and drawing power. 

Tex was anxious to get Campdlo

BOXERS LEFT 
ATAMSTERDAM 


Amsterdam, August 9.—(#)—Three 
Americans fought their way into the 
semi-finals of the Olympic boxing com- 
petion today, while two more were 
eliminated. John L. Daley of Walt- 
ham, Mass., bantamweight; Harry 


weight, and Stephen Holaiko of Buf- 
falo, lightweight, won their quarter 
final bouts by decisions. Lt. Harry 
Henderson, of the navy, America’s 
middleweight entry, was put out by 
the decision of.the judges. 

Alex Kaletchitz, New York heavy- 
weight, who came to Amsterdam as 
a substitute and got into competition 
when Royal Dliliott, of Alhambra, 
Calif., regular American heavy, came 
down with a cold, proved a complete 
disappointment. In his first bout, after 


drawing a bye in the preliminaries, 
Kaletchitz lost to Sorsdal, of Norway, 
by a technical knockout in the first 
round. : 

Henderson’s defeat did not meet 
with the approval of the spectators 
who thought the American had a 
slight margin over Hermanek, of 
Czecho-Slovakia. The first two rounds 
were very close with the boxers trad- 
ing punches on even terms but ihe 
Czech had the better of the toe-to- 
toe exchanges in the third frame. 

All three of the American victories 
were won by good margins. Daley 
took all three rounds to get the de- 
cision over Szeles, Hungarian bantam, 
hitting harder and more accurately. 
He sent the Hungarian down twice 
in the second and third rounds, but 
Szeles got up each time with no 
count, 

After a slow start whieh resulted 
in the first round being scored as 
even, Devine easily took the next two 
from Vakeva, of Finland. 
staged a fast bout with Pascal Buon- 
figlio, of Argentina, taking the last 
two rounds to get the decision. There 
was very littl clinching in the bout 
and much good boxing.

New York, August 9.—(United 
News.)—Seventy-five aspirants to the 
heavyweight title vacated by Gene 
Tunney will compete in Tex Rick- 
ard’s newest elimination tournament, 


the promoter announced today. 

The tournament may open Septem- 
ber 6 with a contest between Napoleon 
Jack Dorval, Jack Kearns’ former 
protege, and Knute Hansen, the Wis- 
consin Dane. who flattened Phil Scott 
in one round. 

Rickard has received applications 
from 43 heavyweights for a place in 
the tournament, and each day’s mail 
brings a long list of ambitious fight- 
ers who are willing to battle for Tun- 
ney’s discarded crown. 

Plenty of Talent. 

“There's plenty of talent,” Rickard 
said. “Why, for a railroad ticket I 
could bring enough heavyweights to 
the garden to stage a regimental pa- 
rade. Before September I'll have 75 
first-ciass fighters in line for the tour- 
nament.” 

Jimmy Johnston, 10 per cent man- 
ager of Jack Sharkey, has made Rick- 
ard the suggestion of having Johnny 
Risko and Sharkey meet in Septem- 
ber, with the winner to remain out 
of the tournament and meet the sur- 
vivor for the Muldoon-Tunney trophy. 
Johnston’s plan is suggested to keep 
all the heavyweights from eliminating 
themselves as was the case in last 
winter’s tournament. 

Rickard has divided the 43 appli- 
cants into three classes.

Wheat closed firm, 1 3-4c to 2 1-2c 
net higher, corn 7-8 to 2c up, oats at 
1-4¢ to 5-8@3-4c advance, and pro- 
visions unchanged to 17c down. 

It was held in many quarters that 
the government crop report as to 
wheat had already been discounted, 
even if bearish. Under such circum- 
stances and with Liverpool quotations 
higher than due. a geenral stampede 
to the buying side of the wheat mar- 
ket here took place right from the 
start. Export business in wheat to- 
day amounted to 1,000,000 bushels, 
including domestic hard winters, and 
Galveston today cleared 300, 
bushels. . . 

Trade comment after the close was 
to the effect that the government re- 
port about wheat should be construed 
as bearish, inasmuch as the govern- 
ment figures on probable total do- 
mestic yield were 29,000,000 bushels 
above the average of recent private 
returns and 18,000,000 bushels above 
the final returns of last year. 

Government figures this afternoon 
on corn yield for 1928 were taken 
as slightly bearish, being 10,000,000 
bushels above the average of latest 
private estimates and 255,000,000 
bushels more than last years final 
returns. Although the majority of 
traders were’ inclined to look for a 
bearish goyernment report, there was 
considerable evening up of accounts, 
and the market rose with wheat.

New York, August 9.—(#/)—Ex- 
treme nervousness, arising from the 
further advance in money rates, char- 
acterized the trading in today’s stock 
market. Despite persistent efforts of 
pools to mark up their favorites, a 
long line of popular issues were 
ranged behind minus signs at’ the 
close, several of .the losses running 
from 2 to 5 points. Business showed 
a marked reduction in volume, the 
day’s sales aggregating only 1,564,- 
200 shares. 

Call money held firm at 7 per 
cent all day, with banks calling about 
$15,000,000 in loans. Time money 
was marked up to 6 1-4 per cent, the 
highest since July, 1921, with banks 
apparently. showing little eagerness to 
make large loans at that figure. This 
was construed in some quarters as an 
indication that even higher rates are 
likely within: the next 30 to 60 days. 
Commercial paper ruled unchanged at 
5 14 to 1-2 per cent. Contrary 
to expectations in some _ speculative 
quarters, no change was made today 
in the 5 per cent rediscount rate of 
the New York Federal Reserve bank. 

The weekly federal réserve report 
on brokers’ loans for the week ended 
Wednesday showed an increase of 
$14.488,000, bringing the total to 
$4,273,884,000. The detailed state- 
ment showed a decrease of $67,979,- 
000 in the loans of banks for their 
own account, and increases of $51.- 
124,000 in loans for the account of 
out-of-town banks and $31,243,000 for 
the accdunt of others, bringing the 
last-named total to. $1.863,974,000.

News From Wall Street and New York 
Editorial Comment

WALL STREET JOURNAL. 


New York, August 9.—Wall street had 
little thought today for anything outside 
the money situation. Price movements in 
the main body of stocks were almost entirély 
governed by credit conditions and considera- 
tions involved in the high level of brokers’ 
loans. 

While the general list was heavy during 
the morning, a somewhat firmer tone de- 
veloped in.the afternoon on a better feeling 
regarding the rediscount situation. 

Call money continued firm. Renewals 
were arranged at 7 per cent against 64 per. 
cent on Wednesday. Banks withdrew an 
additional $15,000,000 and offerings at 7 
per cent barely adequate. 

At the same time, time money showed 
further evidence of stringency. Rate for 
all maturities was advanced to 6} per cent. 
This compared with the recently prevailing 
charge of 6 per cent and was the highest 
level reached since early in July 1921. 

Credit requirements are constantly in- 
creasing with crop moving in -progress and 
fall business requirements approaching. 
Hence it is hard to see how a higher bank 
rate at this center may be avoided if the 
central banking authorities do not pump 
money into the market by resuming the pur- 
chase of government obligations on an ex- 
tensive scale. 


EVENING SUN, 


New York, August 9.—While awaiting 
pending events the stock market today slack- 
ened its pace. Dealings were restricted to 
a large extent to evening-up of commitments, 
chiefly those on the short side. The de- 
mand from that source led to a general 
though moderate recovery in prices from the 
recent low levels. While the market waited 
announcement was made of the failure of 
an old but inactive stock exchange firm. 

The events on which the market was wait- 
ing included the meeting of the General 
Motors board, the weekly meeting of the 
federal reserve bank directors and the reg- 
ular weekly statement of brokers’ loans. 
The expected retirement of the chairman 
of the General Motors board and the divi- 
dend action of the directorse kept Wall 
street on the qui vive regarding the stock.

Such a decline is very unusual after 
such a surprise as was given the trade 
yesterday by the government and is prob- 
ably due to the unwillingness of the con- 
suming and speculative trade to accept the

yield. 

Private guesses, large acreage, 00d 
weather since the first of August raised 
expectations of a crop estimate from the 
government of at least half a million bales 
above what is predicted. 

Spinners refused to be stampeded by the 
forecast because the supply predicted is but 
little less than was available last season 
and is adequate for world needs with pres- 
ent restricted production policy in force 
in the leading manufacturing countries. 

Traders who bought on yesterday’s re- 
port found a limited demand for their 
contracts owing to the attitude of the 
trade and liquidated freely. The liquida- 
tion was accompanied by considerable short 
selling. The selling was accompanied by 
rumors of an error in the government's fig- 
urges. This was denied officially but it 
flidn’t check the decline. The market closed 
in an unsettled condition. 


ORVIS BROS. & CO. 

New York, August 9.—Many people in the 
trade do not believe government cotton crop 
estimate is correct and this is the principal 
cause of the severe and unexpected decline 
in prices today.

Strong Back on Job. 


Returning from a long trip abroad 
last Tuesday, Governor Strong, of the 


_ federal reserve bank here, attended to- 


day's weekly meeting of the New 
York Federal Reserve bank officials. 

Since the return of Strong from 
abroad earlier in the week there has 
been heavy calling of loans by the 
banks here, around $80,000,000 includ- 
ing today; there have also been wide- 
spread rumors of a further advance 
in the rediscount rate. 

Southern Pacific declared its regu- 
lar dividend. There has not been much 
talk recently of an increase in South- 
ern Pacific's rate from 6 per cent to 
7. The dividend has been 6 per cent 
for the past 20 years and in the mean- 
time the company has spent a very 
large sum of earnings for improve- 
ments and bettermerts and added to 
its already very large accumulated sur- 
lus. Southern Pacific could increase 
its dividend rate at any time the di- 
rectors decided to take such action.

Until very recently we were shipping 
out gold at an unprecedented rate, 
some $580,000,000 going out in less 
than a year. Since France stabilized 
its franc the outflow of gold from 
here has ceased. This is the time of 
year when there should be a seasonal 
movement of gold toward the United 
States. A year ago with very cheap 
money here we financed our seasonal 
sales of cotton and Wheat to the rest 
of the world. 

This year with money here higher 
than abroad, London is likely to fi- 
nance our seasonal shipments of farm 

roducts, selling sterling to buy dol- 
ars to handle such financing. With- 
in the past month there has been a 
sensational decline in sterling, partly 
due to borrowing here-and at London. 
With the existing low level of wheat 
and cotton prices there is likely to 
be heavy purchases abroad of these 
commodities, causing a further decline 
in sterling. Sterling is already down 
to the point where a movement in this 
direction might start.

One of the magazines has a 
circulation of more than 1,500,000.
